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FOREWORD 


The author has addressed the issues related to foreign students 
in a number of reports and articles*. Most recently, the 
Janaury issue of University Affairs, -198id.(paces LO sands 1), 
dealt with the foreign student question pertaining to enrolment 
trends and patterns in 1980-81. A similar article will appear 
in the February 1982 issue of University Affairs, with reference 
to the number and origin of foreign students in Canada in 


1981-82 (see Appendix C). 


Some highlights from this documentation are: the number of 
Foreton “students, particularly, in Ontario universities, 

have increased again substantially after some years of stable 
enrolment; of particular significance was the increase in 


foreign student enrolment from Malaysia and Hong Kong. 


At the same time there was a substantial growth in foreign 
student enrolment at the primary and secondary level in the 
Ontario school system. This means chat these students, 

in all likelihood, willl. “enter at a later stage post-secondary 
education, since the majority of secondary school students 
were in grade thirteen or its equivalent. Therefore, the 
enrolment picture for .1981-82 is achieving even greater

stantial differential foreign student fee, which was instituted

Alberta and the Maritime provinces have also a differential 
foreign student fee which is, in most instances, twice as 
high as that of the Canadian citizens and permanent residents 
of Canada. It is an intriguing question how the diffe- 
rential foreign student fees have affected the number and 


composition of foreign students by geographic origin. 


The present Federal-Provincial negotiations taking place 
concerning future funding arrangements might raise questions 
about Canada's responsibility for international education 
and the sharing of its cost between the federal and the 
provincial governments; and the contribution of the foreign 
students themselves. It has been estimated that in the 
university sector alone, the education of foreign students 


cost $250 to $300 million annually, excluding student fees. 


These issues will not be dealt with in this report. Its 
primary purpose is to document, based on preliminary data 
for 1981-82, the foreign student :enrolment situation, and 


to provide historical series and shifts in composition. 


This is a draft report, and a revised and expanded version 


will be made available early in 1982, incorporating the 


calendar year data for 1981 and more detailed information 

for 1980-81 and 1981-82. Concerning the quality and reliabi- 
lity of the data, Appendix B needs to be consulted. Since 
the information is derived from two different data sets and 
frequently estimates are used, the data mighe Vary “oa 
number of instances from table to table.

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Introduction 


This document provides a consistent series of statistics .on 
foreign students in Canada since the mid-seventies. Infor- 
mation is grouped by type of study (primary and secondary, 
post-secondary non-university and university) and by place 
of study (region or province andsdne titwt ton). Foreign 
university students are also classified by level of program 
(undergraduate, masters and doctoral), enrolment status 
(full- and part-time), and geographic origin. Appendix B 
discusses the sources and the quality of the data. This 
draft report has two aims: .to present a consistent historical 
series and to focus on current developments and their 
implications for the future. Although very precise figures 
are given, relative magnitudes and changes over time are 


the objective, not specific values. 


The draft report consists of five tables in the main text 

and an additional 29 tables in Appendix A. Since these tables 
are self-explanatory, commentary is kept to a minimum, and at 
this point, no policy analysis is offered. It should be noted 
that 1981-82 data are preliminary estimates; a revised version 
in a few weeks will give the subject more comprehensive 


treatment. 


Foreign Students in Canada, 1982 


Preliminary enrolment data indicate that the number of foreign 
students in all types of education increased 23.72% between 


1980-81 and 1981-82 from 53,400 to 66,400 (Tables) -eines 
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growth was primarily concentrated in Ontario, at both the 


elementary-secondary level and universities. Growth at 
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the elementary-secondary level was 50.6% from 10,000 to 15,100 
in Ontario amounting to 712 of the entire foreign enrolment 

in the school system. At the university level, in 1961-82 
almost every second foreign students (47.6%) is enrolled 

in Ontario, but all recions of Canada, except Lor tire Prairie 
Provinces experienced an increase in foreign students. Of 
particular interest is the increase of 1,000 in the Province 
of Quebec, which has a foreign student fee of $4.500 for 
L9S1-82. With the exception of, Concordiay University alt 


Quebec universities shared in this increase. 


In all regions the number of elementary-secondary foreign 
students “grew from 15,000 in 1980-81. to” 21% 200° in @igoa 47. 
Since the main purpose of these students is to qualify for 
post~secondary education in Canada, and the majority are 
registered in Grade 13 or its equivalent, it is likely that 
most of them will attempt to mter Candda's post-secondary

university sector, half the increase of foreign students 


between 1979-80 and 1980-81 was due to Malaysians. Table 5 
gives the information on a provincial basis, indicating =that 
most of these students were in Ontario. The number of students 
from Hong Kong had declined slightly between 1979-80 and 
1980-81, but has since increased substantially.

As an illustration, in 
1980-81, 42% of the 2,478 foreign students at McGill were 
from the United States, whereas in many Ontario universities 


more than 33% came from Hong Kong. 


In Appendix Table A-5 the number of foreign students from 
the least developed countries is listed; their numbers at the 
university level declined slightly from 771 in 1979-80 to 


767 the following year (14 countries experienced a de¢line). 


Appendix Table A-6 shows geographic origin of foreign university 
students by level of study. For some countries like France, 
India, Nigeria and Taiwan, the majority of students were at 

the graduate level, while in contrast, those from Hong Kong 

and Malaysia tended to be undergraduates, most in the physical 


sciences and engineering. 


Table A-1l relates foreign students to full- and part-time 
enrolment. But since the number of part-time degree students 
varies substantially from university to university, Table A-/7 
relates foreign students in relation to full-time students

About 90% of the full-time students at the undergraduate level 
were Canadian citizens, about 52 were permanent residents 
(landed immigrants), and the balance consisted of foreign 
students. In the case of part-time undergraduates, the per- 
centage of foreign students hovered between 1.5 to 1.92, 
depending on the year. These percentages varied considerably 
among the 45 universities identified in these tables. At the 
full-time master's level, the proportion of foreign students 
was around 16%, again with considerable variation by university 
For doctoral studies, the percentage of foreign students was 
25% with a high of 40% in agriculture, engineering and matha- 
matics. For all fields ofs study® 4nvestimateds 13.1220 terol — 
time doctoral students were foreign in 1972-73; 25% in 1979-80 
(Table A-27). Proportionally, fewer foreign students were 
female (21.1%) as compared with 31.9% of the Canadian students

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APPENDIX B 


Explanatory Notes on Foreign Student Statistics 


The information on foreign students collected by Statistics 
Canada and Employment and Immigration Canada has improved 

considerably since the author published the report, Foreign 
Students in Canada and Canadian Students Abroad (Statistics 


Canada, March 13, 1978, pp. 156, see especially 119 to 131). 


Although the quality and quantity of data gathered by the 

two organizations have been immensely strengthened, it is 
often difficult to reconcile the two data sets. For example, 
immigration statistics do not differentiate between full- 

and part-time university students, and the extent to which 
foreign students who have been admitted to Canada with the 
intention of studying at a particular educational institution 
have actually registered there is ede), te ie (Thiscpartly 
explains why the two statistical series diverge, especially 


for some universities). 


Foreign students receive authorization by Employment and 
Immigration Canada to stay in Canada for a maximum of 12 
months, but it may be renewed. However, some foreign students 
might have been admitted under different sections of the 
IMMleLatc2on. ACC, such as dependants of diplomatic and consular 
officials, and dependants of people in Canada for the temporary 
exercise of their profession, trade or occupation. . There 

are also foreign students either with a ministerial permit 

Oo wee poLstica. refugees. In addition, some foreign students, 
partietsarily-at the graduate level, have pre-arranged employment 
as graduate assistants in the university sector, and so are 


often admitted under a different section. 


* The changes in the Immigration Act of 1978 made it difficult 
to link the historical Immigration data with current information. 


For each foreign student the immigration file includes the 
following: date of birth,, sex, place of residence, styceeon 
dependants (wife and children), name‘of institution etype of 
study. Immigration statistics record foreign students either 

on a cumulative calendar year basis or as of a specific date. 
But some come for one semester, summer school or a short 

course; others may withdraw early. Thus, at any given time, 
there are fewer foreign students in Canada than the Commission's 


calendar year figures indicate (see Table A-2 for these variations 


Another note of caution: the geographic ofigin of foreten 
students is based on the last residence which means that eit 
some instances, the foreign students might have studied in 
another country prior to his or her arrival to Canada. This 
might explain the sudden increase in the number of foreign 
students from the United Kingdom (1979-80: 9343 1980-87.

Statistics Canada's University Students Information System 
(USIS) collects data on a large number of student charac- 
Ceres ba ese Institution, sex. dare or birth, marital statue 
mother tongue, legal status, country of current citizenship, 
date of entry to Canada, permanent residence (country). 
educational status of anew Students, geographic origin of 

new students (country), qualifications sought, specialization 
OT Mason field of study, type of session, duration of program/

This information is provided by the students with some 
verification by the university administration. Depending 

on the year, some universities have not been part of the 

USIS system. They are identified in Table A-1 with an 


asterisk. 


The foreign student statistics are derived from USIS by 
combining the category “Foreign Student Visa" with “Other 


Visa", and by adding 502% of the category "Non-Canadian, 


Status Unknown" for both full- and part-time students. 
Excluded are those whose legal status was unknown. As an 
iilustration, for 1980-81 a’ total’ of 25,747 foreign students 
were identified: 1,090 held other visas, and 721 were in 

the Non-Canadian Status Unknown category. In addition, 

the legal status of 811 students was unknown. Moreover, 
several smaller colleges are not part of the USIS system 

nor are the University of Quebec and some affiliates of other 
universities. Therefore, the estimated total of 27,760 


foreign students is slightly under-reported. 


The USIS system reports the number of foreign students either 
by November 1 or December 1 of each year. Comparable dates 


have been used for immigration data. 


Statistics Canada's information on foreign students at commu- 
nity colleges and at the primary and secondary levels is 


limited. 


It must be stressed that all information about foreign students 
is estimated from Statistics Candda and Immigration data. 

Since Statistics Canada's enrolment figures for 1981-82 

are not yet available, special’ tables estimating the number 

of foreign students by type of education, by university, and 

by country of origin have been prepared based on immigration 
data. For this purpose, the first nine months (January to 
September) of 1980 and 1981 have been used to measure changes 
in foreign student enrolment. These figures could serve 


aswa proxy tor actual’ ‘enrolment’. 


In early 1982, when calendar year immigration data on foreign 
students will be available as well as tabulations that: record 
foreign students as of a specific date (either December 1 or 
Janaury 1), they can be compared with the tables presented 

in this report. These figures indicate relative magnitudes, 


not: specific values.

increase has not stemmed solely from Asia. Students from 


almost every region of the world participated in the increase. 
Overall, the number rose from 41,000 in 1979-80 to 66,000 in 
1981-82 for all types of education. 


Since 1980-81, the number of foreign students in relation to total 
full- and part-time university enrolment rose to over 52, with 
considerable variation bv vrovinece and by university. In Ontario, 
almost every second additional foreign student was admitted in

for all foreign university students is around $250 to $300 


miglron annually. 


Growth of the number of foreign students during the early eighties 
is a critical issue, particularly in light of the on-going federal- 
provincial negotiations about the funding of post-secondary 


education. 


These preliminary data and estimates provide an overview as of 
December 1981 of the foreign student situation in Canada derived 


from Employment and Immigration Canada data. 
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
